South Branch Man Killed In 
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thursday Shooting incident 


A 50-year old South Branch Township resident was fatally shot 
during an incident at his-home Thursday evening, and a Roscom- 
mon man has been charged in 83rd District Court with second 
degree murder in the killing. 

Fatally injured was Benjamin Samuel LaBean, 50, 116 
Jonassen Road, who was shot outside his home about 8:00 p.m, last 
Thursday night. Charged with second degree murder Friday mor- 
ning was Edgar William Kalthoff, 46, Roscommon, who was taken 
into custody by Roscommon County deputies at the scene of the 
shooting and arraigned Friday morning. 

The suspect was released after meeting $25,000 bond require- 
ments. 

Details surrounding the incident are sketchy, but according to 
a statement issued by Crawford County Prosecutor John Huss, 
LaBean was armed with a rifle outside his home at the time of the 
shooting. 

Kalthoff was taken into custody by Roscommon deputies who 
were aided by Gerrish Township police and turned over to 
Crawford County deputies shortly after the shooting. 

Investigation into the shooting continues with assistance from 
officers at the Michigan State Police Crime Laboratory in Gray- 
ling.

Area Firefighters Battie Weekend Blazes 


Firefighters in Crawford County were busy over the past week- 
end, battling a number of pesky brush fires. The largest was 
located east of Military Road and south of Hanson Hills where ap- 
proximately 15 acres were burned over. Fire units from the DNR 
Grayling office, Roscommon office and Camp Grayling battled the 
blaze for about three hours. 

DNR units from Mio were called to fight a small fire in South 
Branch Township on Saturday, where less than an acre was burned 
off Hunter Lake Road. 

Grayling Township firemen and DNR units from Roscommon 
were called to extinguish a blaze on about two acres of property 
located about six miles east of Grayling between Greenwood Drive 
and Horseshoe Trail the same day. The fire was believed to have 
been caused by children playing with matches. Another fire off M- 
93 and county road 612 burned about 1% acres. 

DNR officials said the fire danger ranged from high to very 
high at the time of the fires and remind county residents that burn- 
ing permits must be obtained from the DNR office before fires ean 
be started. 


HUD Funds For Housing Rehab 


Crawford County Housing Commission is in the final stage of 
expending its’ first year funding of a three year comprehensive 
block grant. The C.D,B.G, funds are received from H.U.D. in the 
amount of $400,000.00. Each year for three years, $247,342.00 goes 
for housing rehab work and the remainder goes to Grayling Town- 
ship, Frederic Township and the City of Grayling for Street im- 
provements, ; 

The Housing Commission has used its’ first year funds for the 
rehabilitation of 24 homes in Crawford County. Some of the rehab 
work was done on a grant basis while some was done on a 10 or 20 
year Joan basis. The Housing Commission has also utilized FmHA 
904 loan and grants for rehab within Crawford County. To date 
$65,000.00 has been expended by FmHA through the Housing Com- 
mission to rehabilitate 12 homes. 

Sometime in July we will be refunded for our second year on 
the 3 year grant. In addition we will be receiving a $304,000.60 one- 
year Single Purpose Grant to be used for housing rehab. This 
money will be for low interest loans only. The proceeds from the 
loan repayment will then go into a fund to be utilized for Economic 
Development. 

We are currently accepting applications for home rehabilita- 
tion. Income Guidelines can be obtained by contacting the C.C. 
Housing Commission at the County Building.

An information film accom- 
panied by live training demon- 
stration was put on Thursday 
evening, April 30, 1981, by the 
Grayling Volunteer Fire Depar- 
tment for all employees of 
Crawford County Public Tran- 
sit (Dial-A-Ride). The purpose 
of the session was to make sure 
all C.C.P.T. employees were 
given the latest information on 
the proper prompt response to 
sudden, unexpected fires of 
grease, oil or gasoline origin. 
“This meeting was just one part 
of our on-going program to be 
sure our people know how to 
immediately respond to emer- 
gency situations’, said Chet 
Johnston, C.C.P.T. General 
Manager. 

David Reisinger, Assistant 
Fire Chief, was in charge of the 
session and after showing the 
film and answering questions, 
took the group to an outside 
area and gave a demonstration 
on a carefully controlled 


gasoline and oil fire. Then each

employee took turns responding 
to the blaze. Reisinger made 
helpful suggestions and com- 
ments about the individual 
demonstrations, making sure 
each person demonstrated the 
correct response. 

Reisinger also showed the 
proper way to set and light 
flares, with particular empha- 
sis on personal safety when 
lighting the phosphorus flares. 
He also explained the difference 
between the three basic types of 
fires. 

Said Johnston, ‘Our buses 
are all equipped with regularly 
checked and serviced extin- 
guishers of the A-B-C types, 
designed to control all forseable 
fires ona limited basis.”’ He ad- 
ded, ‘We are deeply grateful to 
the Grayling Volunteer Fire 
Department and Dave 
Reisinger for sponsoring this 
program.

Telephone Reassurance-What Does 
it Mean? What Does it Do? 


Telephone Reassurance is 
called the ‘‘Life-line for the Live 
alones”’, and many senior 
citizens, with health problems, 
live in our area, have no fami- 
lies living here anymore and no 
one to check on them daily. 

For this reason, we have the 
Telephone Reassurance pro- 
gram, if you so desire it. In this 
program, a dedicated person 
(either another senior citizen or 
a housewife, who has small 
children and wants to help in 
some way, but can’t leave her 
home), calls you each and 
every day (seven days a week) 
10:00 a.m. to chat a minute and 
be assured that you are O.K, 
There is no charge locally for 
this program. In some dreas, 
they charge $12.00 to $20.00 a 
month for this service. The 
callers are volunteers and co- 
ordinated through the center. 

In the past couple months 2 
different persons have quit 
Telephone Reassurance 
because they say, ‘we are too 
nosey if they must tell us if they 
are going away.” Yes, That’s it- 
if you want Telephone Reassur- 
ance, you must tell your caller, 
that you won't be home on a 
specific day, so she doesn’t keep 
calling you and then put the 
whole emergency system in 
operation, when you fail to ans- 
wer the phone at 10:00 a.m. 

I can tell you of 3 specific 
cases where we no doubt saved 
a life - ’U relate one - The Tele- 
phone Reassurance _ caller, 
called as usual at 10:00 a.m. - no 
one answered. She called again 


at 10:05 - no answer - she rushed 
over. The lady had been 
hemorhaging since before 7:00 
a.m. and was too weak to go to 
the phone. She called me - I 
hurried over and called the am- 
bulance to take her to the hos- 
pital. While we were waiting for 
the ambulance and I sat by her 
side, she took my hand and said, 
“Lora, I wasn’t even worried, I 
knew someone would come at 
10:00.” Isn’t that Telephone 
Reassurance? She went to the 
hospital and received treat-

Landscaping 
Can Cut 
Fuel Costs 


Planting trees and shrubs 
around your home can help to 
reduce heating costs. 

“An unprotected home looses 
much more heat on a cold windy 
day than on an equally cold still 
day’’, says Buzz Long, District 
Conservationist for the Soil 
Conservation Service in 
Roscommon, “Well-located 
trees and shrubs can intercept 
the wind and cut heat loss,” 
says Long. 

“Up to one third of the heat 
loss from a building may escape 
through the walls and reof by 
conduction. Wind increases the 
convective air currents along 
outside walls and the roof, thus 
increasing the heat loss. In- 
filtration or air leakage can also 
account for as much as one- 
third of heating losses in some 
buildings. Outside air flows in 
through cracks around windows 
and doors, and even through the 
pores in the walls,” says Long. 
“Both windbreaks and foun- 
dation plantings can cut down 
this penetrating power of the 
wind”, 

“Studies of windbreaks show 
that they can reduce fuel con- 
sumption by 10 to 30 percent. 
The amount of money saved by 
a windbreak around a home 
will, of course, vary depending 
on the location of the home, 
what the house is built of and 
how well the house _ is 
weatherized and ventilated,” 
says Long.

Sex Education Not Part 
Of Required Courses 

School sex education courses, made 
optional by a 1976 state law, cannot be 
taught in required classes, Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelley has ruled. 

He said the law specifically prohibits 
sex education from being a school require- 
ment and added that the Legislature used 
the words class and course interchange- 
ably. 

He issued the ruling in response to a 
schoo! district’s inclusion in an 8th grade 
home economics class a unit of sex educa- 
tion. Students were excused from the sex 
education unit at the request of the 
parent or guardian. 

“The Legislature has expressly 
provided that parents have a right to 
review the contents of any course in 
which family planning or reproduction 
health are discussed before they exercise 

their child excused from the class. School 
authorities may not avoid the effect of 
{the law) by including any sex education 
instruction in a required class,”’ Kelley 
said. 


Shop Grayling First! 


Legislative leaders and the executive 
office are preparing fer possible summer: 
‘long meetings that could result in a series 
of recommendations for legislative action 
in the fall to help improve Michigan’s 
business climate and increase jobs in the 

state. 

The proposed discussions could incor- 
porate work already being done by such 
groups as the governor’s high-technology 
committee and small business conference, 
along with legislative study commitees. 

The discussions will also examine 
ideas from other business, labor and 
academic officials in an effort to develop 
practical, potentially successful ideas. 

Job development was a high priority 
for all four legislative leaders, House 
Minority Leader William Bryant (R- 
Grosse Pointe Farms) said, and there are 
high hopes that the Legislature’s fall 
session could result in positive laws for 
business and jobs. 

But there should be discussions to 
“window out impractical ideas, things 
that haven't worked in other places’’ 
before the Legislature returns for the fall 
session. 

Senator Robert VanderLaan (R-Kent- 
wood), the Senate minority leader said 
these discussions could ‘‘roll together all 
the ideas of the high-tech committee, the 
small business conference, the full em- 
ployment plan and come up with some 
definite ideas for the Legislature.” 

However, to date, very few concrete 
ideas on how a summer conference, other 
than the leadership’s commitment to 
meet, have been made.

Dear Mr. Madsen: 

This letter is directed to all 
registered voters in Crawford 
County. 

What do you really know 
about the so-called ‘Tax Shift 
Plan’’, which you will vote on, 
on May 19, 1981? Why the 
secrecy? Why the refusal to 
also place the Tisch amend- 
ment on the same ballot? Do 
you realize that the 50% plan- 
ned reduction on Property Tax, 
which the politicians and other 
media refer to, is a false state- 
ment.

On April 24th the Legislative 
Policy Committee of the Mich- 
igan Townships Association 
recornmended to the M.T.A. 
Board of Directors that the 
Board take a neutral position 
regarding Proposal A and in- 
form and educate the con- 
stituents in the Townships of the 
ramifications of this tax plan. 
Considerable discussion was 
held by the Board regarding 
Proposal A. In my opinion no 
member really came out in full 
Sipport of the proposal, yet 
when it came to a vote only a 
few of us voted in opposition to 
accepting the committee 
report. As a result M.T.A. is on 
record as taking a neutral 
position. My personal belief is 


|} that M.T.A. has failed Town- 


ships in not providing a more 
definite leadership role on this 
question. 

During the course of 
discussion it was brought out 


. that M.'.A. could not afford to 


oppose the Governor or the 
Legislature on this issue. Unof- 


~ ficial word has filtered down 


that if M.T.A. expected to ob- 
tain legislation in the future it 
would be best to support 
Proposal A. I find it very inter- 
esting that in the May 6 issue of 
the Bay City Times it was re 
ported that the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Counties Bd. of Direc- 
tors received the same unoffi- 
cial word not to oppose ‘‘A’’. I 
applaud their Board for rejec- 
ting their committee report and 
going on record in opposition to 
Proposal A, 

Recently Local Governments 
were ordered by Act 6 of 1981 to 
mail homestead exemption affi- 
davits to owners of improved 
residential and  agricuiture 
properties. Few units of govern- 
ment are equipped to make 
selective mailings without 
hours of extra work. Grayling 
‘Township, being on a computer 
system, was able to have print- 
vuis made by property class. 
The cost of this program state- 
wide has been estimated at 1.5 
miltion dollars, This early mail- 
ing before the fact may well 
mean 1.5 million down the drain 

-if the proposal fails. Such use of 

tax dollars represents to me a 
State Promotion Effort in sup- 
, port of Proposal A. I did not like 
use’ of tax dollars to defeal 
Tisch and I do not approve of 
this latest effort. 

Since the proposal was 
initiated one could read or hear 
any day about the 50% tax cut. 
By no stretch of the imagination 
is such a simple statement even 
close to the truth. I have wit- 
nessed very little effort by the 
State to correct such reports. 
The proposal would reduce by 
50% homestead property taxes 
used for operating schools and 
local governments. Reduction 
limited to $1400.00 in 1981 and

change. Reduce by 56% local 

individual income taxes on first 

$40,000.00 of taxable income. 
For those who receive full 


“exemption under the present, 


“Circuit Breaker” tax refund 
the proposal will only increase 
their sales tax. The 6% limit on 
tax revenue growth is not much 
different then the ‘Headlee 
Amendment”. Most of us know 
that by the time the Legislature 
was finished the Headlee did not 
really accomplish what it in- 
tended to do. This 6% limitation 
really offers no protection to the 
individual property owner that 
their taxes can’t increase many 
times for the simpte reason that 
the limitation is on all property 
in one class and not on in- 
dividual properties. Headlee 
was not allowed to work so I 
don’t believe the 6% limitation 
will either. 

It is my further belief that 
Proposal A does not accomplish 
what the people of Michigan are 
and have been asking for. It 
should have been clear after the 
November election that the 
people wanted a true tax reform 


‘ package. For what ever reason, 


the State is proposing that we 
accept something far less. 
Failure to allow the Tisch 
proposal to be placed on the 
ballot concerns me because as 
Senator Welborn stated, ‘‘What 
we are doing here is trying to 
pacify the voters with a choice 
of a few politicians, rather than 
giving the voters of this state 
what they really want, a tax 
cut; a tax cut of their choice.” 
The actual ballot proposal 
reads pretty good but I am 
more concerned about what it 
doesn't say. With the track 
record of our State Legislature 
who knows what it will really do 
after all implementing legisla- 
tion is passed. 
My vote on Proposal A on 
May 19th will be “NO”.
